EMIGRANT TRAIL, 1861 - 1961 


THE OVERLAND Mail ran regularly along the Emigrant trail a cen- 
tury ago; today, the Emigrant trail has become Porterville's Main 
street, shown in the air view at left. . Also known as the Los Angeles- 
Stockton road, in California, the Emigrant trail was the route used by 
gold miners and travelers through the San Joaquin valley and actually 
extended east to St. Louis. The route ran south from Porterville along 
the edge of the foothills, through Fountain Springs, crossed Poso creek 
and continued south. Toward the north it ran about where old 65 
highway is now located, swung toward the west and passed along the 
section of new highway 65 that is known as the Fremont trail west of 
Lindsay, continued north from there then angled west, passing about 
a quarter mile east of what is now Farmersville, and hit the present 
Mineral King highway, east of Visalia, at about the present. Mitchell 
corner. One branch then went due west into Visalia, but an earlier 
branch continued north to Woodsville, near the present Venice Cove, 
then passed east of Twin Buttes. Generally, the old Emigrant trail 
held to a course near the edge of the foothills, out of the swamp land, 
where river crossings were easier. It was on the Emigrant trail, at the 
present northeast corner of Oak and Main streets in Porterville, that 
Royal Porter Putnam built his first store and stopping place in 1861, 
after having tended the stage stop earlier at the point of Scenic 


Heights hill, near the present intersection of North Main and Hender- 
son.

The “clouds of confusion” about 
narcotics control legislation are 
likely to be blown vigorously 
around again at our coming ses- 
sion. The “half-truths, semi- 
facts, rumors and_ fantasies” 
which a joint legislative commit- 
tee found to surround suppres- 
sion of the illicit traffic may be 
dispelled by action on sug- 
gestions for improved and strong- 
er laws which will be put before 
us.

narcotics evil has grown like a 
weed in California, until now our 
state has the greatest problem in 
the Nation. Legislative commit- 
tee after committee has com- 
mented on the rapid rate of in- 
crease. In 1955, total state fel- 
ony arrests for narcotics viola- 
tions 'were 7,313; in 1959, 12,- 
155. During the first six months 
of 1960, they reached 6,957, as 
compared to 5,666 in the same 
months of the preceding year. 

All of these committee reports 
emphasized the danger of the 
narcotics traffic to youth, and 
the growing menace it creates in 
juvenile delinquency. While mar- 
ijuana continues to be the prin- 
cipal cause of youthful vice, it 
frequently leads to addiction to 
more dangerous drugs, and the 
percentage of youth authority 
wards using them shows a sig- 
nificant rise. 

Penalties under our California 
laws for narcotics violations were 
stepped up in 1953 and again in 
1954, but the results have not 
been what was hoped for. Even 
though our laws provide stiffer 
penalties for repeated violations, 
our legislative investigations by 
both Senate and Assembly groups 
reveal that in a shockingly large 
proportion of cases, prior convic- 
tions are disregarded, so the 
criminals get the lighter sentenc- 
es of first offenders. 

Our law enforcement officers 
have complained strongly that 
several State Supreme Court de- 
cisions interfere with adequate 
execution of anti-narcotics laws 
because they severely restrict the 
use of unidentified informers, 
and make more difficult the use 
of search warrants. Others sup- 
port these decisions as necessary 
to protect citizens against unlaw- 
ful searches or seizures, or being 
“framed” into conviction by ene- 
mies. 

Recently, another exhaustive 
study of the various narcotics 
problems has been made, and the 
many specific recommendations 
based on its results will undoubt- 
edly be introduced ag bills at our 
forthcoming session. Others, too, 
have produced proposals for basic 
changes in the laws, so we will 
have a variety of alternatives to 
consider. 

The study pins responsibility 
for cutting off the sources of nar- 
cotics squarely on the federal 
government. It cites the undis- 
puted fact that 100 percent of 
the heroin used in the state 
comes from outside its borders. 
More than 90 percent of the mar- 
ijuana also comes from outside.

THE FARM TRIBUNE 


The story is told of a Russian 
named Ivanovich who visited the 
Moscow zoo for the first time. To 
his amazement, he found a little 
lamb sharing the cage that held a 


big fierce bear. Ivanovich ex- 
pressed his surprise to his Com- 
munist guide. 

The guide smiled, “That is 
peaceful co-existence.” When 
Ivanovich doubtfully shook his 
head, the guide explained, “Of 
course, we have to put in a fresh 
lamb every morning.” 

Peaceful co-existence between 
right and wrong, freedom and 
slavery, God and the devil, is not 
possible. That means men must 
discover what is right, what is 
freedom, what is godliness; then 
fght for these ideals, manfully 
and constantly, with the help of 
Almighty God. 

In the Scriptures people are 
often likened to sheep. ‘All we 
like sheep have gone astray,” 
writes Isaiah. And Jesus declares, 
““My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow Me.” 
The Christian must follow the 
Good Shepherd, nor stray from 
His guiding rod and staff, lest 
he fall prey to Satan, who is a 
roaring lion seeking to devour 
stray sheep. 

Jesus, in warning His follow- 
ers of the dangers in the world, 
said they were as “sheep among 
wolves.’”’ Jesus never advocated 
peaceful co-existence between 
His sheep and the wolves. The 
timid, helpless, harmless sheep 
and the sly, voracious wolf have 
nothing in common. 

While we often compare Chris- 


ance of “crime syndicates” in the 
narcotics traffic, pointing out 
that any car-owner can obtain a 
plentiful supply south of the bor- 
der, and detection is difficult at 
the many border crossing places. 

Subject to heavy criticism is 
the commonly -accepted theory 
that the ‘‘addict-peddler” is a 
poor ‘‘victim’, who should be 
treated more leniently than the 
non-addict seller. The report 
states bluntly, ‘When the addict 
peddler is removed from the 
streets of California, the nar- 
cotics traffic will be substantial- 
ly eliminated.” 


A minimum prison sentence of 
10 years with no parole is rec- 
ommended for any adult convict- 
ed of selling narcotics to a minor. 
Generally, elimination of paroles 
before the legal minimum sgent- 
ence is served is also proposed. 
Some relaxation of law covering 
searches and informers is also 
suggested, but legalization of 
wire tapping even in narcotics 
cases is opposed.

SPEED WILL BEAT POWER IN 
BOWL GAMES, OR VICE VERSA 


We will take our final fling at 
footbalt prognostication this 
week as the 1960 season ends 
with the usual array of bowl 
games. When we pick a team to 
win it is usually a good bet that 
the team has had a curse cast 
upon it. But we will try again 
anyway. 

The bow] season begins on Sat- 
urday, December 31, as Baylor 
and Florida meet in the Gator 
Bowl. We take Baylor in this 
one. One the same day in El 
Paso, Texas, Utah State and New 
Mexico State run together in the 
Sun Bowl. New Mexico State is 
unbeaten and features two of the 
finest backs in the nation in Bob 
Gaiters and Pervis Atkins. We 
think New Mexico should take 
this one, but it should be quite a 
battle. 

Then, on January 2, the final 
games of this season will be 
played. The Big Daddy of the 
bowl games will be played in 
Pasadena as the University of 
Washington Huskies meet Minne- 
sota’s Gophers in the Rose Bowl. 
This should be one of the great 
games in the Rose Bowl tradi- 
tion. It brings a couple of hard- 
nosed outfits that have beaten 
just once over rugged ten-game 
schedules. Washington dropped 
a 14-15 decision to Navy, while 
Minnesota took a 238-14 thump- 
ing from rugged Purdue. It will 
be a match of Washington’s light- 
ning speed against Minnesota’s 
methodic power. We like to think 
that speed will win out over pow- 
er, but not without a real battle. 

The New Orleans Sugar Bowl 
pits the thrice beaten Rice Owls 
against Mississippi’s unbeaten, 
but once tied, Rebels.

ORDINANCE NO. 382 BY THE 
ADOPTION OF AN ADDITIONAL 
PART OF THE SUPPLEMENTAL 
ZONING MAP OF THE COUNTY 
OF TULARHD. 

The Board of Supervisors of 
the County of Tulare do ordain 
as follows: 

Section 1. Paragraph B of Sec- 
tion 3 of Ordinance No. 382 is 
hereby amended by adding there- 
to a new part to be known as 
Part 35, said part to read as fol- 
lows: 


Part 35: 

All of the below-described area 
is classified as R-A: 

(a) All of the area lying be- 
tween the Gross Pool line and 
the Project Boundary within 
Sections 13 and 14 of Town- 
ship 21 South, Range 28 East, 
M.D.B.&M. and all of that 
area of Section 34 of Township 
21 South, Range 28 Hast, 
M.D.B.&M., lying within the 
Project Boundary as shown on 
the Recreation and Land-Use 
Plan of Success Project being 
Exhibit ‘A’ of the License 
Agreement with the United 
States Army Engineers as ap- 
proved by the Board of Super- 
visors of Tulare County on 
March 22, 1960. 


Section 2. This ordinance is 
declared to be an emergency ordi- 
nance necessary for the immed- 
iate preservation of the public 
peace, health, safety and general 
welfare, and shall become effec- 
tive immediately upon the 
passage hereof. The facts consti- 
tuting its necessity are as fol- 
lows: 

Ordinance No. 352 of the 
County of Tulare, commonly 
known as the Zoning Ordinance, 
establishes a precedure for the 
passage and adoption of detailed 
zoning maps. These procedures 
necessarily involve a considerable 
period of time in preparation, 
publication and hearings. By 
reason of the rapid development 
occurring within the County of 
Tulare and particularly within 
the areas included in the Part 
herein adopted, the procedure 
established in said Ordinance No. 
352 would-be ineffectual in the 
prevention of damage to existing 
improvements and land uses and 
detrimental to the general 
health, safety and welfare of that 
area. For these reasons it is nec- 
essary to adopt this ordinance as 
an interim provision for the pro- 
tection of public health, safety 
and general welfare until such 
time as ‘the regular processing 
can be consummated for the 
adoption of formal and detailed 
plans governing the areas herein 
involved. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall 
become effective immediately 
upon its passage, and shall be 
published once in the Porterville 
Farm Tribune, a newspaper 
printed and Published in the 
County of Tulare, State of Cali- 
fornia, together with the names 
of the members of the Board of 
Supervisors voting for and 
against the same.

|legislation will be introduced in 
an effort to equaff%® distribution 
of milk in California. Problem 
here is that southern San Joa- 
quin valley counties dairymen, 
principally dairymen in Tulare 
and Kings counties, are produc- 
ing grade A milk, but are forced 
to market a high percentage of 
this milk in southern California 
as Grade B, except in those 
periods of reduced production by 
southern California dairies. 

A citizen’s committee of milk 
producers and milk processors 
has been working on this prob- 
lem with the milk marketing di- 
vision of the state department of 
agriculture in an effort to work 
out a plan whereby more of Tu- 
lare and Kings counties Grade A 
milk can be marketed as Grade 
A milk. 

As for finances and budget, 
Senator Williams calls attention 
to a statement of Governor Ed- 
mund G. Brown that he will ask 
for no new taxes in this session 
of the legislature, however, state 
budget is expected to increase 
from the current $2,195,000,000 
to about $2,300,000,000, most of 
the rise resulting from increasing 
population demands that put a 
greater ‘‘work load” on such pub- 
lic functions as schools, state hos- 
pitals, and prisons. 

As for welfare, Senator Wil- 
liams says that the ‘‘Cobey bills” 
will again be introduced, these 
bills, which got nowhere in the 
1959 session of the legislature, 
providing for tightening of loop- 
holes in the badly abused Aid to 
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Needy Children program. 
Political jockeying can be ex- 
pected as the state’s 80 Assembly 
districts are realigned and eight 
new congressional districts are 


set up on a basis of the 1960 cen- 


sus. 

And it is likely that an effort 
will be made to abolish the death 
penalty, or to'at least establish 
possibly a 10-year moratorium. 

These matters are expected by 
Senator Williams to be among 
the important legislative mat- 
ters, however, the usual 5,000 or 
6,000 bills will no doubt hit the 
hopper. 


In the 1961 legislature will be 
seven new Senators and 12 new 
Assemblymen. The session will 
run for 120 working days, which 
means adjournment will come 
sometime in June,

Emotional Illness 


Q. A doctor recently told us 
that our youngster had “cat- 
scratch” fever. What in the 
world is that? 


A. Cat-scratch fever is a_rela- 
tively new disease, or at least 
has been recognized only during 
the last few years. Although the 
cat is looked upon as the carrier 
and a scratch the usual mode of 
transmission, the cause of the 
disease is a virus and not the cat. 
Typically, a person is scratched 
by a cat. Two to four weeks 
later a sore develops at the site 
of the scratch. Nearby glands 
swell and the victim develops a 
fever which lasts about 10 days. 
These and other symptoms gradu- 
ally go away. Antibiotics are 
used in treatment of this disease 
but their value is questionable. 


Q. What is the difference, if 
any. between mental and emo- 
tional illness? 


A. Medically speaking, there is no 
difference. This distinction is most 
often made by non-professionals.
